It was transferred to 
the Adams Express Co. safe and should have been transferred to 
the early Cleveland and Marietta train to a Marietta bankinir com 
pany. 


Instead the money was held in the safe and shipped 
on the 


noon train Wednesday, while the waybill was forwarded 
on the 


early train. This at once caused the banking officials to notify the 
sub-treasury from which the money had been shipped that it had 
probably been stolen. 


Cause of Delay 


The eause of the delay is ex- 


plained as follows: Agent Spra- 
Siie. the day man. was ill and an 
assistant took his place during 
"Wednesday morning. Jt seems the 
latter was'not told of the package 
of money in the safe and neglect- 
ed to send it on the early train.
